This is a sketch — bu* only

sketch, since some of the tactics 
can't be mentioned -- of how this 
country spreads American propa­ 
ganda abroad and maks psycho­ 
logical war on Russia. 
During World War II the army 
carried propaganda-psychological 
teams right along with the combat 
troops. When the army captured 
a territory, those teams vent to 
work. 
For instance, in Germany: they 
took Over the radio stations, the 
newspapers, and other means of 
information and had the job of 
changing even the school text­ 
books into which the Nazis had 
jumped their own propaganda. 
The other two big wartime pro­ 
paganda-psychological outfits were 
the O W I -- Office of War Infor­ 
mation. and the OSS -- Office ol 
Strategic Services, which worked 
behind the enemy lines. The latter 
two folded after the war. 
In Japan the army still car­ 
ried on the propaganda job. But 
in Germany and elsewhere 
the 
state department has taken over 
this work. And now there are 
two other main agencies working 
in this field: the ECA -- Economic 
Cooperation Administration, whic h , 
handles the Marshall plan; and the I 
CIA — The Central Intelligence j 
Agency. 
(The CIA, something like the j 
old w artime OSS, has the job of I 
getting information from behind 
the iron curtain. It's a super-secret J 
outfit and 
w hatever it does it j 
pretty much keeps to itself). 
This sketch will stick to what ' 
the state department is doing. 
1. Libraries. It has libraries all • 
over the world into which it feeds 
pro-American 
information, 
plus 
other material like methods for i 
controlling malaria. 
The state department still has I 
been able to keep its libraries in I 
Communist Czechoslovakia 
and j 
Hungary. In one of these libraries 
I.,-:’

2. Bulletins. To 160 missions a- 
round the world the department 
sends out nearly 10,000 words by 
wireless.

They're distributed to 
government agencies, newspapers, 
and anyone who wants them. 
3. Broadcasts. The department's 
"Voice of 
America” 
broadcasts 
daily in 45 languages from New 
York, with 
relay 
stations 
in 
Munich, Tangier, Manila and oth­ 
er place.'. These broadcasts con­ 
tain news, features, comments on 
world affairs by the department’s 
own people. ■ 
4. Films. These are news pic­ 
tures and documentaries. For ex­ 
ample, a Walt 
Disney 
cartoon 
showing how to fight malaria, or a 
roundup of pictures of General 
Eisenhower, or the events leading 
up to the Korean war. 
They’re shown where they can 
be shown. In Russia, they can be 
seen only 
In the American em­ 
bassy. In western Europe they're 
shown in town squares. In Latin 
America they may be shown in 
the schools. 
5. Exchange of people. T h i s 
country exchanges students and 
experts with other countries 
to 
learn one another’s ways. This 
year 1.641 American students went 
to other countries for a year and 
4J)84 students came here. This 
government pays the costs. 
But the problems of this propa­ 
ganda-psychological campaign are 
never ending since army, state, 
CIA and ECA continually 
are 
studying things like these: 
1. How better to get the stuff 
through to other countries, parti­ 
cularly behind the iron curtain, 
whether by orthodox or unortho­ 
dox methods. For instance, using 
private mails and putting radio 
transmitters on ships. 
2. Training Americans for this 
work, particularly army and navy 
officers, who may be assigned to 
the state department for a year of 
study. 
3. Evaluating the work being 
done. That is, trying to figure out 
how' well the stuff is getting a- 
cross and wh^t effect it’s having.

So far Congress has made a 
fight to make these controls lighter than the 
administration desires. 


With huge government spending in the 
next few m onths the predicted shortage of 
civilian goods may develop. There will be 
demands for higher and higher wages and, 
with election time approaching, the politi­ 
cians will not be enthusiastic about putting 
the same clamp on wages that they talk of 
putting on prices. 
They will 
try 
to get 
around price control, probably with more 
subsidies at the taxpayer’s expense. 
This, of course, is the political approach 
to the problem of inflation. This political 
approach, with ceilings over prices and a 
shaky roof or none at all over costs, raises 
the specter of future subsidy payments. The 
controlled merchant and manufacturer will 
need government aid to prevent bankrupt­ 
cy. The taxpayers will have to put up the 
money. 
So it will again be recommended that the 


government dip into the treasury to keep 


the political ball rolling. Higher taxes now 


called for, which will minimize or wipe out 


wage increases, will result in a higher cost 


of living. But the propaganda maneuvering 


is expected to fool many voters. 


Only a governm ent can start inflation and 


only a governm ent can stop it. It is started 


by creating too much money and credit and 


it is stopped by lessening 
the creation of 


money and credit. The politicians, however 
drag red herrings across the trail by blam­ 
ing the inflationary 
spiral 
on 
somebody 
else. And so the country goes m errily on its 
way chasing delusions.

in vast areas of the West in enterprises to 
loosen the clouds scientifically have disap­ 
peared from the press.

To what 
extent other gov eminent employ 
similar agencies for these p u r­ 
poses has never been established 
in a quotable manner. 
The phrase, “The China Lobby,’ 
has thus far not been defined as 
belonging to the categories de­ 
scribed above, lf it is found that 
an agency of the Chinese gov- 
mcnt employed a publicity firm, 
uch as the Allied Syndicates, Inc 
or somp other, this 
is legiti­ 
mate and there can be no criticism 
either of the employer or the em ­ 
ployee. The Allied Syndicates has 
bee.: i lose to the Democratic p ar­ 
ty, having had John 
Sullivan, 
former secretary of the navy, and 
Cl.. I-; Clifford, former counsellor 
to inc president, associated with 
it. It has a l-o been suggested that 
a member of the president’s of­ 
t e r .bad recommended this firm.

They would 
like to pillory A lfred Kohlberg, 
a citizen who is devoted to an ti­ 
com m unism . 
The reason that these politicians 
hate K ohlberg is that they be­ 
lieve that he is responsible for 
Senator Joe; M cCarthy — which 
would be som ething for anyone 
to take on. Joe M cCarthy and 
K(rillberg are friends and serve in 
the sam e causes. So are a great 
m any other A m ericans. It will 
do no harm to bring it all into

Diet and Health 
Early Circumcision 
Usually Advisable

operation 


practiced both 
by sem i-civilized 


tribes and the best-inform ed doc­ 
tors is circum cision. 
C ertainly, it 
is the oldest operation of w hich 
w e have record, dating back long 
before scriptural tim es to at least 
5000 years B.C. 
And still today 
it is 
considered 
so w ell 
worth 
w h ile that m ost m ale babies are 
circum cised 
before leaving 
the 
hospital w here they are born. 


Of 
course, 
there 
are 
certain 
considerations w hich m ay m ake 
it w ise to postpone this procedure. 
For exam ple, if the baby is pre­ 
m ature or feeble, the operation 
should not be carried out until he 
is strong enough to w ithstand it. 
If the child show s signs of jaundice 
at birth, it is w ell to postpone cir­ 
cum cision, especially 
if there is 
som e form of hem orrhagic disease 
present, since circum cision at such 
a tim e might prove disastrous. 


H em ophilia, a c o n d i t i o n in 
w hich there is a 
disturbance in 
the 
clotting m echanism 
of the 
blood, is another reason for post­ 
poning circum cision, and the in ­ 
fant should 
be tested 
to d eter­ 
m ine w hether or not hem ophilia 
is present before the operation is 
attem pted. 


In a listless baby w ho takes his 
feedings slow ly, is 
very slow to 
gain w eight, and cries out before 
w ettin g his 
diaper, circum cision 
m ay be an absolute necessity.

infants, there is 
usually a 
constriction of the 
opening that 
perm its urination.

rollback. Chuck roast costing 88 
cents would drop to 78 cent. And 
hamburger from 66 cents to 61 
cent*.

waiting to see which way the thing 
will turn. It means millions of 
dollars to them. 


Three D ifferent V iew * 


The dispute over price actually 
boils down to the cost of produc­ 
ts a calf and getting it fattened 
up for sale. Generally, the answers 
to the cost question falls into three 
categories: 
(1) The OPS says even with 
three price rollbacks cattlemen still 
could make a nice profit on each 
head of cattle, enough to encour­ 
age more production. 
(2) Spokesmen for the Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ 
Association -- representing some 
9,500 growers -- contend the roll­ 
backs would be ruinous. They say 
it costs more to produce a calf 
tor the market than the ceiling 
selling price of around 35 cents 
a pound for top grades. 
(3) Some cattlemen believe they 
can get along even under the roll­ 
backs -- but they want a policy 
definitely settled in Washington 
to wipe out confusion over future 
operations. 
In brief, here are the arguments 
of these three groups. 
(I) The OPS has produced fig- 
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ures based on Department of Ag­ 
riculture studies in the cattle re­ 
gion designed to show the cattle 
grower will fare as well undi 
O re regulation as he normally'ti id 
in the past. 


Profit Possible Claim 
This study shows that in 1947— 
the biggest beef eating year in tho 
nation’s history -- the cattle grow 
er realized a profit of $50.75 on a 
700-pound animal. 
Last year, OPS says, the grower 
made a profit of $55.72 on the same 
size animal. And even After three 
price rollbacks, it is argued, the 
grower’s profit this year would 
be $42.43 for a 700-pound animal. 
OPS says this is a reasonable 
return on investments, consider­ 
ing all the costs involved in beet 
production. 
(2) Spokesmen for the Cattle­ 
men’s Association 
deride 
these 
OPS figures as fanciful and un­ 
realistic, 
Ii. L. Martin of DeKalb, Tex., 
has given the association a .sworn I rai.-mg beef cattle 
statement that it costs him $48.14 
a hundredweight to produce one 
400 pound calf. 
Martin’s figures show that even 
before the rollback, he stood to 
lose $52.48 a head on his cattle-- 
and that after the first rollback 
I his loss climbed to $66.58 a head. 
Ray W. Willoughby of San An- 
l gelo, Tex., president of the associ- 


on fas cattie e\en it 
more price rollbacks. 
He argues that 35 cents a pound 
is pretty much a normal cost of 
raising beef calve; and that the 
rollbacks would mean

(3) There are other cattlemen 
w ho think they caul live under 
the OPS rollbacks --if only the 
muddled situation is settled and 
a firm program is adopted. 
But none' of the cattlemen, to 
far aa I can find, want controls. 
They are opposed to government

The governor hasn’t said 
what he will do. 
State education department fig­

boost subsidies to schools another

ing July I. That will give schools 
$208,500,000 for the period. They 
got 8132.000,000 for the current 
two years.
